WHY CHINESE AID THE BOXERS. 


Foreign Attack on Taku Forts Made Im- 
perial Troops the Allies of 
the Rioters. 


TAKU, June 27.—[Copyright, 1900, by the 
Associated Press.J—Admiral Kempff op- 
posed the policy of attacking the Chinese 
army unless they began hostilities. It -is 
now admitted that the p wers attacking the 
forts turned the Chinese into allies with the 
Boxers. Americans think this might have 
been avoided. Admiral Kempff has held 
aloof from hodstilties beyond movements 
necessary to rescue Americans. 

The forces ashore now number 16,000, of 
which 8,200 are British, 1,300 Germans. 4,000 
Russians, 3,600 Japanese, and the remainder 
American, French, Italian, and Austrian. 

Yesterday the English torpedo boat Fame 
visited the fort at the New City, twelve 
miles up the river. It was found deserted, 
and was blown up. 

Lieutenant Jayne of the Newark, trying to 
reach Tien Tsin by boat at the time of the 
storming of Tien Tsin, mas a flerce fight with 
the Chinese. 


Attack by Americans. 
| Major Waller’s battalion of 130 marines, 
with Commander Cr&ddock’s British nava/ 
brigade numbering 500, were camped on 
June 28 eight miles from Tien Tsin, where 
the railroad had been destroyed. 


Major Waller and two companies of Britis» 
marched on Tien Tsin. The remainder of the 
British and 300 Welsk Fusilliers supporting, 
went up the river bank. Another column, 
consisting chiefly of Russians and Germans, 
took up the route chosen by Waller. They 
were repulsed, however. 

On June 21 the Russians became engaged 
in @ conflict with the Chinese. First Major 
Waller reinforced them and then rejoined 
the British, the Military College being at- 
tacked. The Chinese exploded a mine under 
the marines, merely bruising a few of the

Dr. Arthur Cushman MocGiffert, Washb 


Theological Seminary, New York, is at th 
Hotel del Prado with his family, arranging 
to take up two lecture courses of six weeks 
at the University of Chicago. At 4 o’clock 
tomorrow afternoon he will deliver the 
founder's day address in Kent Theater.

Dr. MocGiffert declined to talk of his theol- 
oxy or his withdrawal from the Presbyterian 
Church.

At.present Dr. McGiffert is a Congregation- 
alist. Last April he withdrew formally 
from the Presbyterian Church, and in May 
he became a Congregationalist.

Only in Philadelphia 
of all the Eastern cities is extension work 
pushed. Brown University even has 
dropped it.“

He declared, 
however, that no one plant would be cl 
down entirely. 


Over 5,000 men will be thrown out of work 
temporarily by the closing of the Illinois 
Steel company's South Chicago works and 
the Republic Iron and Steel company at 
East Chicago, Ind. It is reported from a 
reliable source that several departments of 
the Illinois Steel company have been closed 
indefinitely, beginning at midnight last 

ht. 

It is said that the machinery in the steel 
and converting mill, the rail mill, the plate 
mill, the slab mill, the open hearth depart- 
ment, and three gashouses has been white 
leaded to prevent rusting. This would not 
be done for a short shutdown. A notice 
‘which reads as follows was posted on the 
gates of the Illinois steel mills yesterday 


morning: 

The rail mills will shut down at midnight 
on July 8 and start rolling at 5 o’clock on 
July 5. The Bessemer mill works will run 
accordingly. The plate and slab mill will 
start on Thursday, July 5, at 6 o’clock.”’

The plant ot the Illinois Steel company at 
Joliet, with the exception of the blast fur- 
nace, closed down last night in spite of the 
official statements made yesterday that the 
different departments would continue. It is 
explained, though, that the shutdown will 
be only for a week, while the wage scale for 
the coming year is being adjusted. Nearly 
2,000 men will be laid off. Half of the force 
of the Pressed Steel company were also laid 
off, and the Joliet stove works closed.

Of course the 
expenditures of the War department were 
heavier than any other branch of the gov- 
ernment, and last year $134,658.180 was spent 
by the Arm, while the navy expended but 
$56,089,749.

. The real expenses of the Spanish war ended 
at the beginning of the fiscal year which ends 
tonight, but the continued heavy expenses 
of the army are due to the maintenance of 
troops in the Philippines, Cuba, and Porto 
Rico.

After the election of McKinley the panicky 
cendition of the country. ceased, confidence 
was restored, and the condition of the Treas- 
ury immediately improved. In 1807 the deficit 
amounted to only 518. 000,000, notwithstand- 
ing the Dingley tariff law had not yet then 


gone into effect.

The Chicago Institute, the new academic 
and pedagogical school endowed by Mrs. Em- 
mons Blaine, will open for its summer course 
tomorrow. Registration for the summer 
school began yesterday, arid will conclude 
tomorrow, when the formal opening exer- 
cises will take place. Six or seven hundred 
Students are expected to be in attendance 
at the exercises, which will be held at the 
MeCormick Theological Seminary. The pro- 
gtam will be brief, consisting of addresses 
by Colonel Francis W. Parker, President of 
- school, and by other members of the fac- 
ulty. | 

The trustees of the institute yesterday ap- 
pointed Frank M. Bailey, a young attorney 
of Chicago, director of the school. Wallace 
W. Atwood, who has been acting as director 
since the death of E. R. Boyer, will become 
instructor in geology and geography, 


Outlines Plan and Purpose. 

The plan and purpose of the institute have 
been outlined in detail, with the full course 
of study, by Colonel Parker, in the first 
number of the s¢hoof publication, issued yes- 
terday. Of the departments Colonel Parker 
says! 

The pupils will use reading from begin- 
ning to end, for reading is one of the chief 
means of developing educative thought. 

Instead of learning the formal rules and 
definitions of grammar as a preliminary, the 
child should use the language continually in 
writing and speaking. 

“The old traditions of arithmetic, which 
deal mastly with the nature of processes, 
Possess the schools and hold the minds of 
men and cannot be gotten rid of in a day. 
But mathematics should be treated from the 
beginning as a means of enhancing thought 
that is worth thinking in the immediate

“Physical exercise in the gymnasium and

It he had held it in cash he could not have 
run the city In 1899 as he did on a cash 
basis. He would have had to put off some 
of the city’s creditors nearly a year before 
paying their bills, or he would have had to 
pay those bills in warrants payable from 
taxes of 1800 when collected in 1900. 

On April 1, 1901, Controller Kerfoot will 
need over $800,000 of his accumulated sink- 
ing funds in cash to pay bonds maturing on 
that date.

Dissatis- 
faction with the course of the Board of Mis- 
sions of that religious body in cutting off 
appropriations to all organized dioceses 20 
per cent a year until all are removed, is wide- 
spread and growing. Dioceses affected in- 
clude Indiana, Michigan, Nebraska, Kansas, 
west Missouri, Mississippi, an on the 
Pacific coast, and almost all in the 
South, and at the last megting of 
the board no fewer than  twenty- 
three Bishops entered formal protests. The 
charge is made that the managers have 
ho right to take a step so radical, and that 
such action, if made at all, should be made 
by the General Convention. This body 
meets in San Francisco next year, and it 
may be appealed to. Unless the action is) 
reversed—and members say it will not be- 
the declaration is freely made that a new 
missiohary organization will be the out- 


come. 
The contention is that organized dioceses, 
those that have their own Bishops and have 
elected to manage their own affairs, ought 
henceforth to maintain their own church 
extension work; that contributions to the 
mission board do not warrant their grants 


if outside support is gradually withdrawn the 
people within the diocese Will give as they 
ought and mission interests will not really 
suffer. The answer of the diocese affected 
is that the needs of church extension within 
the United States are as great as the needs 
in Africa and Asia, and that it is poor policy 
to cripple existing work in order to under- 
take new schemes abroad. The threat of a, 
new society is made by no party, but is gen- 
eral, and its alm will be to collect offerings 
from older parishes for home mission

Had the 
Rev. Dr. Barnwell been consecrated in ad- 
vance of Bishop Wilmer's death he would 
kave succeeded as Bishop of Alabama with- 
out further action. Now the recent election 
is void and a new convention must be called 
and a new election held.

Thus it happened that, when delegates to 
the National Democratic convention began 
to rise in the various States, a hundred of 
them, knew Bryan and scores of them had 
written to him urging him to run for the 

nomination. 

In the Chicago convention the theorists 
prevailed. It was clearly the sense of the 
meeting that man is a creature of the state, 
rather than that the state is a creation of 
man. It was preéminently an emotional 
occasion. The orator who could arouse 
some one, challenge some one, defy some 
one else, and plead for something—that ora- 
tor could best voice the sentiments of his 
auditors.

‘Ie B. Lewis of Westfield, who has placed 
‘Gevices for assisting the thirsty public to 
‘drink from watering tanks in many cities’ 
‘apd towns in western Massachusetts and 
‘onnecticut, has. recently had a difficulty 
wat Superintendent Hancock of the local 
‘Water system and is to carry the matter be- 
‘fore the City ‘Council. 

Mr. Lewis several years ago conceived the 
idea that there are too few. places where 
-wheeimen and others can get water to drink 
and he set out to remedy the omission at his 
Own expense. He perfected a pipe connec- 
‘tion that could be fitted to the feed pipe in 
‘watering troughs and screwed to the top a 
small cup out of which the water could flow. 
These pipe connections were arranged to be 
‘placed in treughs in sucha way that the cup 
would be several inches above the surface 
of the water in the trough and at a location 
where people could readily drink from it. 
About forty of these have been placed in 
troughs at Mr. Lewis’ expense and in every 
place he has visited the authorities have been 
Flad to cosperate in allowing and assisting 
The improvement. The devices are now in 
use in ford, New Haven, Meriden, Wa- 
terbury, and a number of other places in 
Connecticut, and in Chicopee, Holyoke, West

LAGUE OF RATS °

Hyde Park and Kenwood Suffer from 
Myriads of the Bold 
Rodents. 


N epidemic of rats has been torment- 
ing the residents of Hyde Park and 
Kenwood for several weeks. This 
incoming tide of rodents not only 
infests the alleys, streets, and 

boulevards, but swarms into the base- 
ments of many fine residences, and is caus- 

ing considerable excitement and dismay 
among good housewives of the South Side.

in 1898 to £1,868,042 and the imports to £1,431,842. Overone-third of this 


trade was with Algeria and Tunis, both of which are, for all practical pur- 
poses, portions of France. Other countries have less. 

Some idea of the impracticable character of French colonizing in cen- 
tral Africa may be gathered from the statement of reputable authorities 
that it would have cost £500 per ton to transport from Fashoda and the 
Bahr-el-Gazel to the nearest port on the west coast, over 2,800 miles away. 
A considerable portion of this intervening country is low lying and swampy, 
with sluggish, unnavigable rivers, where the laying of a railway would be 
a costly, if not Impossible, enterprise. 

It is unfortunately impossible to argue the French people out of their 
fatuitous colonial policy, Despite their many admirable characteristics as 
a nation, they havea singularly lop-sided way of looking at great questions. 
They apparently lack the sense of political proportion, and their most seri- 
ous observations often amaze matter-of-fact people. Hitherto France has

Dr. George T. Palmer, medical director of 
the Trinity diet kitchen for children in the 
Rouse settlement, 3213 Wallace street, re- 
ports that the institution is progressing in es 
manner entirely satis factor? to him. The 
kitchen is devoted to the feeding and care of 
infants. Statistics prove that 84 per cent of 
‘all children die in the first or second year of 
life, the principal cause of mortality being 
improper food. The diet kitchen, modeled 
after several successful institutions in New 
York, dispenses to the children pure cow’s 
milk, modified to meet the needs of a child, 
artificial foods, meat juices, broths, fruit 
juices, and cereal waters. 

The institution was first broached by Dr. 
Palmer in an article in the Trinity Chronicle 
and was enthusiastically taken up by the 
nurses of St. Barnabas’ Guild at a meeting 
held on May 21 at the home of Miss Anna 
‘Welles Lee, secretary of the guild. The 
kitchen was formally opened on May 28. 
Since that date it has fed 136 babies, of 
whom twelve are regular attendants. Over 
forty children have received medical treat- 
ment. 

Some difficulty was encountered at the be- 
ginning by the unwillingness of the mothers 
of the neighborhood to bring their children 
to a charitable institute. The efforts of Mrs. 
Ada M. Foster, the superintendent, have suc- 
ceeded in dispelling this largely, and the at- 
tendance is increasing daily. The building 
has been donated free of rent by the owner, 
Dr. William Henderson. Nurses represent- 
ing the Mercy, Wesley, Women’s, Post 
Graduate, Hahnemann, and Reese Hospitals 
are in attendance every morning.

The noise he made attracted the attention 
of the landlord, who hurried up and in- 
formed him that in this country they call 
the servants help.“ The following morn- 
ing the guests of the hotel were thrown into 
a panic. by hearing loud cries of Help! 
help!” reverberate through the passages 
and rooms of the building. Alarmed, the 
guests, landlord, waiters, and other inmates 
of the hotel fushed into the corridors, many 
of them in a state of déshabille. The noise 
was traced to the Englishman’s room, and 
when the alarmed crowd poured through 
the door into the chamber and eagerly de- 
manded to know what the trouble was, they 
were informed that the stranger simply 
wanted a servant to bring him his shaving 
water. 

The laugh was on the Englishman. 

Something of a similar condition is now 
taking place in England. For several years 
the aristocracy of that isle has been vo- 
ciferously inquiring for servants, and now, 
finding that the call meets with but feeble 
response in their own country, a London 
association has sent a representative to the 
United States for help.“ Again the laugh 
is on the Englishmen, it, at first glance, ap- 
pearing to be an idea little short of insanity 
for any one to think that domestic servants 
will be céntent to go over to England in order 
to work for from 30 to 50 per cent less wages 
than they can get here. | 

Girls for Colonies. | 

The causes that have led up to the dearth 
of servants in England and in London 
and other large towns particularly, are pe- 
cullar, but at the present day the servant 
girl problem has reached the importance 
of being a national problem in the British 
Isles, and hardly a newspaper or maga- 
zine can be picked up without finding a 
lengthy article on the subject. 

In order to fully understand the dilemma 
in which householders are placed for want 
of domestic servants, the causes that have 
led up to the unprecedented shortage must 
be looked at. First of all is the constant 
drainage that has been going on for a 
generation through girls and young women 
going out to Australia, Canada, New Zea- 
land, and other British colonies. These 
vast tracts of territory were originally 
colonized by the male sex alone, this be- 
ing especially the case in Australia and 
Western Canada, where the opening up 
of the mines called for men alone. A similar 
demand came from the vast sheep ranches 
of Australia and New Zealand, and, as a 
result, as the years went by the number 
of women became rapidly less in propor- 
tion to the total population. 

A cry for girls and women to care for 
the homes of the men who were rapidly 
securing a competence greater than they 
had ever dreamed of in thelr own coun- 
try consequently came up, and in order to 
meet the difficulty the British government 
decided to give free passage to all unmar- 
ried women and girls who would go out to 
the colonies, 

When this first took place there were 
more girls in England than work could be 
found for, and the departure was looked upon 
as a good one. At first but few girls went 
out, but as who did wrote back glow- 
ing accounts of their reception and ex- 
periences the emigration became , 
until, at the present day, the number of 
young women who have left the British 
Isles number far into the thousands. This, 
ot course, affected the labor market, but, 
itself would hardly have created an in- 
surmountable difficulty. 


\ Labor-Saving Machinery. 
Another cause, however, came in to add 
to the evil. During the last two generations 
England has rapidly grown as a manufactur- 
ing center, and there has been a constantly 
increasing demand for labor, especially cheap 
labor. In the United States this has been 


met by the addition of vastly improved ma- 


chinery, but in England, with its strong 
conservatism, such has not been the case. 
Labor being inordinately cheap there it has 
been found more profitable to employ wom- 
en and girls in many branches of work en- 
tirely done by machinery here. 


HERE. ts a story told ot an English- | 
‘3 man who had come to the United 


As an Illustration of this the making of. 


match boxes may be quoted. In America 
this is almost entirely done by machinery, 
but in England 97 per cent (vide report of 
the Royal Commission on Swéat Shops) is 
done by hand. The rate of pay is 5% cents 
(2% pence) a gross, the workers. furnish- 
ing their own paste and string. According 
to the evidence given by the manager of one 
of the biggest match firms in England when 
he was called before the Royal commission, 
it is cheaper to have the boxes made this 
way than it would be if machinery was in- 
stalled and allowance made for the interest 
on the initial financial outlay. The same 
rule applies in the pasting of labels on tin 
cans, the making of ready-made clothing, 
painting toys, and innumerable other 
branches of work. 

Such being the case there has grown up 
in the last two decades a strong demand 
for female labor—that being the cheapest. 
To meet this there has grown up a tendency 
—from which this country also suffers—on 
the part of girls and young women to rather 
be employed at less wages wh they can 
be their own masters for a ' 
hours out of the twenty-four than enter 
domestic service where their hours of liberty 
are few, even though the pay is higher and 
the living better. 

The combination of these two factors has 
resulted in the ranks of domestic servants 
belng. thinned to an abnormal extent, but 
for some years the evil has been mitigated 
by the large number of women who, owing 
to the fact that female labor has cheapened 
male labor as well, were forced to go out 
to work in order to augment the meager 
salary their husbands earned. These wom- 
en, and throughout England they can be 
counted by figures that run far into the 
thousands, have entered what is known as 
“day service,” working all day as a do- 
mestic servant in a house, but going home 


at night. 
War Caps Climax. 

With a reserve like this to draw upon the 
employers of domestic servants have man-. 
aged to get along fairly well, but the open- 
ing of the Transvaal war, and the conse- 
quent calling out of the 100,000 reserves of 
the British army, gave the finishing blow. 
It was from the ranks of labor from which 
the reserves were called that most of the 
women who go out on“ day service came. 
With their husbands gone to the war it 
would be naturally supposed that there 
would be all the more reason for them to go 
out to work, as the pay of the English Tom- 
my Atkins is only a shilling (25 cents) a day. 
This latter fact, taken in connection with 
the equally forcible one that the majority of 
the men called out gave up positions where 
they were earning from three to six times 
this amount, would, at first glance, pre- 
suppose that the wives and families would be 
in a far worse condition financtally. 

Such is not the case, however, In the first 
place the British government allows each 
wife a shilling a day as “ separation allow- 
ance” and sustentation grant while her 
husband is at the front.“ If she has any 
children she is allowed an extra four pence 
(eight cents) per child per day. Thus a 
woman with three children would be draw- 
ing fourteen shilling ($3.50) a week from the 
government, which in itself is not enough to 
support. the family. This would be much 
more so if the father had been in a fair pay- 
ing position and the family had been used 
to-a fair degree of comfort. At the com- 
mencement of the war this was foreseen, 
and it was expected that the women would 
have to go to work in order to keep the home 
together while the husband and father was 
at the front. Exactly the reverse has proved 
to de the case, and, pecullar as it may seem, 
there are thousands of women Who worked 
while the husband was at home who are now 
better off financially by not working.

FIRST CLUBHOUSE SINKS. 


The season of 1898 would have opened 


ausplelously but for an untoward accident to 
the clubhouse, or rather houseboat, which 
had wintered in the slip and sank during a 
storm in the spring. However, the mem- 
bers, undismayed, finally succeeded in rais- 
ing their st nken home, overhauled it, and 
the club prospered. Among the additions to 
the fleet in the spring of 1893 was the sloop 
Perl, at that time considered the fastest 
yacht of its class on Lake Michigan, and to 
this day able to hold its own with the cruis- 
ers hereabouts, as was evidenced by winning 
the time prize for old type yachts in the 
cruising race from Chicago to Michigan City 
both this year and last. A full set of officers 
was elected in 1898, Thomas Bradwell, J. P., 
having the honor of being the club’s first 
‘Commodore. His flagship, Hattie Bradwell, 
was a large, well 
sloop of fifty-five feet over all, and in its 
day was considered a fine looking yacht. 
This boat is entered in the class for large 
cruisers in this regatta. 


THE ANNUAL CRUISING RACE. 


seaworthy 


The season of 1893 witnessed the inaugu- 


ration of the cruising race from Chicago to 
‘Michigan City, which has grown in im- 
portance until it has come to be regarded 
as the greatest single yachting event on 
Lake Michigan, in which twenty-five yachts 
sailed last month. Eight yachts made the 
first race, on June 24, 1893, and Hattie Brad- 
well was first to finish, but Peri won on time 
allowance. In those days they took about 
eight hours for the race, but the modern 
type Siren has won in a little over half that 
time. 


In 1804 the club’s fleet received two no-

Perilous Moment. 

How would the old ship behave as it 
turned to the sea? In former days the riding 
of a storm had been one of its strong points, 
but had these strong points been maintained 
in the refitting? These Were some of the 
questions which confronted the Hartford's 
commander when he determined to bring it 
about and await a lessening of the gale be- 
fore heading ele the entrance. First 
came the battening down of hatches, one 
only left clear for ‘passage between 
decks. hen, with all Hands at stations. 
its yards were properly braced and its head 
began to swing to windward, An ordinary 
craft would have shippec many a ton of blue 
water as it came about, but the gallant Hart- 
ford was built to meet just such emergencies, 
and its behavior showed that in all the 
changes the cruiser’s qualities as a sea boat 
had been carefully retained. About it came, 
making its first real battle against the rush- 
ing waves since its rejuvenation. How those 
crests of green did rise in their attempt to 
cateh some hold upon it, but still more ra 
idly did the ship rise to escape them. Hardly 
before it became evident that it was —— 
about the bowsprit was headed to the proper 
quarter. not a bucketful of sea had reached 
the deck, and it was riding like a water fow! 
over the oncoming water. 

Headed direct toward the rolling seas the 
ship seemed to bid them defiance as its storm 
salle gave it steadiness and it held fast to the 
position where safety lay. 

The long hours of night dragged slowly 
while the ship was carefully watched by. 
anxious eyes,. Not a line parted, not a block 
gave way before the roaring tempest, and 
just as the small hours of the midwatch 
were rung in there came a lull. Here, then, 
was a chance, but it took daring and skiliful 
navigation to accept it. Drift was allowed 
for, the log was read for its story. and a 
computation made w a course mig 
be shaped.

Smooth Seas Once More. 


By the time that mess gear was piped for 
breakfast the cruiser was steami at a 
good speed through the broad stretches of 
* Sea Reach, which is the beginning of the 
straits at their western end. It was a de- 
lightful change from the hardships of the 
night before, and not a man aboard but en- 
joyed it. These youngsters, large numbers 
from Chicago, who had experienced little 
of tho sea, now understood what was meant 
by rough weather, and although it had lasted 
only a few hours there was enough to con- 
vince them of old ocean's power when once 
wind and wave are combined to do destruc- 
tion. 

The entrance into the straits brought with 
it clear but bracing weather, in which heavy 
clothing was acceptable. The passage 
brought to chose aboard an experience en- 
tirely different from anything else on the 
cruise. Magellan's Straite are at once among 
the grandest and most solitary places on the 
face of the earth. From Cape Pilar to Cape 
Froward they show on either hand an un- 
broken stretch of rocks rising at times.to the 
height of thousands of feet, now sloping 
gently to tho water's edge, now shooting up 
perp fteularly with hardly 4 break in the 
smooth wall. Every turn of the passage 
brings into view some great glacier resting 
between rugged peaks, its surface shedding 
the sunligh: in all tints of blue and green 
until it gleams like a gem in a barbaric set- 
ting. The weather is never steady for-an 
hour at a time, and the sun will shine brightly 
at one moment while the next all vision is 
cut off by a blinding squall, or a willawau,’’ 
as these storms are termed in this part of the 
World. For miles there will be no sign of 
verdure,.then the ship will round a bend in 
the channel and directly ahead will loom 
a mountainous rock covered with emerald 
moss from its summit down to the water’s 
edge. It is a land of contrast which even 
extends to the color of the swiftly moving 
currents in the channels. 

By far the most impressive feature of the 
straits is their deep solitude. All along the 
hundreds of miles of share line there is not a 
sign of life. Of course we knew that over the 


heights to the north the natives of Patagonia 


roamed the vast plains, while beyond the 
Fe peaks of Terra del Fuego the flerce 

Fuegans dwell, but aleng the coast not a 
canoe upon the water or the curling smoke 
of a camp fire tells of human habitation. 
They do say that farther to the north and 
along the reaches of Smyth's Channel the 


Indians are frequent visitors to ships at an- 


chor, but in the Hartford's passage to Cape 
Froward not a vestige of life broke the great 
solitude. 

The navigation of Magelian’s Strait is a 
matter of constant watchfulness. The chan- 
nels are full of eddying currents, and it be- 
comes necessary for bearings to be taken at 
every turn and the speed of the ship to be 
closely watched, Navigation is practically 
impossible by night, and at many points the 

is marked with wrecks of of vessels 
the masters of which have attempted to save 
time by running at night or lost their bear- 
ings in a storm. 

It had been decided that the Hartford 


should anchor for its first night in the 
strafta at a little b known as Field's 
Anch , about ninety miles from Cape 
Pilar. is point was reached at about 


half past 8 on the afternoon of Sunday, 


‘March 26. 


There is a custom .among ships pass 
through the straits to leave a record at eac 
anchorage. This is done by means ofa sign- 
board placed on the shore or on an isiand 
néar-by. Field's Anchorage is a favorite 
stopping place, and there are already two of

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@iately after ‘its anohar was down a boat 
was called away to do the work. Command 
er Hawley personally accompanied the boat, 
and a landing was made at a small island al- 
ready numerously decorated with the réc- 
ords of passing ships. Unele Sam's navy 
was represented by the Oregon, Baitimore, 
Yorktown, Badger. and several others, while 
Great Britain showed the names of at least 
a dosen ships. Oddly. enough, the last ship 


to have left its card at this island was the 


Rio de la Plata, the new Spanish erulser 
sented to the mother country by the 
panish residents of the Argentine. It had 
stopped at the anchorage but four days be- 
fore the Hartford, and on the same tree 
where its board ocdupled & branch the sign 
of the Hartford wat made fast. 

Other boats were lowered and manned, and 
several parties pulled up the bay on a Voy 
of exploration. Landings were made on the 
mainland and various islands, from which 
many souvenirs of the stop came back to the 
ship. Among these were specimens of the 
hardy flowers which grow in abundance, 
some of them possessing épecial beauty. 
One in particular resembles the fuchsia, is 
— ge red in color, and gieams ue a live 

ng the moss-grown rocks. 

But Fi Field’ s Anchorage possesses a crown- 
ing glory in the vast glacier’ which lies at 
the head of the bay. . This section of the 
earth is full of beautiful rel 
period. many of them vast in their area; but 
travelers assert that Field’s Anchorage 
possesses the greatest glacier In all of South 
America. It is a colossal field of eternal ice 
wedged in between two immense mountain 
ridges, and extending much farther than 
the eye can reach. Unlike most of ite fel- 
lows, this gigantic ice fie:d has dared the 
climate of the lower levels, and its face lies 
almost at the water’s edge. As the light 
g:ints and glistens on the varied surface one 
can see at one point the azure of the skies, at 


another the deep blue of the sapphire, while 


in a third direction the light will be reflected 
in the greenish blue of the turquoise, A view 
of this great freak of nature will remain one 
of the events of the Hartford's long cruise. 
Sundown ‘brought the boats back to the 
ship, and with the first touch of the winter 
dawn it was all hands to get up anchor.“ 
So. long before sunup, the erulser was steam- 
ing down the winding stretches toward the 
most southerly point on its long journey. 
There were many miles to be covered that 
day. for the anchor must be down in the 


‘harbor of Punta Arenas before dark. It 


was “four bells’’ from the start, and the 
weather favored us. In the middie of the 
forenoon a British steamériwas . The 
flags bearing St. George's cross the 
Stars and Stripes exchanged 
these loney waters far from the home ot 
either craft. 

On by rocky gorge and glittering glacier 
sped the Hartford, until, just at neon, it 


reached its turning point at Cape Froward, 


the most southern point of the South Amer- 
ican continent. Around the corner swept 
the cruiser; and, just ye’ eight bells were 
struck, the course was changed. After its 
many leagues of journeying to the south it 
was once more headed back tower the 


equator. 
Northward Bound. 
With the passing of Cape Froward every 
characteristic of the country that lies to 
Instead 
of the bold, rocky shores there are gentle 


slopes, with here and there bits of ee for- 


est which increase as we go east. re are 
broad plains and valleys, oyer which roam 
the great herds of cattle that create prac- 


‘tieally the only industry of this country 
‘at the bottom of the world. On either hand 


it is the same, the mesas of northern Terra 
del Fuego offering equal resources for the 
development 6f the cattle industry as are 
found on the plains to the north of the chan- 
nel. It is an immense change, which comes 
so suddenly as to be almost startling. 
There was little time to spare after the 
cruiser’s anchor reached the bottom of the 
harbor of Punta before the night 
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ARENAS 


shut in and. it required waiting for daylight 
before a look could be taken at this farthest 


south of all cities in the world. The glitter 


of ite electric lights told that it was a mod- 
ern town in that respect, and the lads passed 
the night anxiously waiting for the shore 
Hberty which would come to those of the 
men whose names were on the “ special 
first-class Hat.“ Now to be on this list re- 
quires months of perfect behavior, and it 
was not until this time that the youngsters 


| were given an opportunity to see just what 


the special advantages were, but when on 


the morrow the lads who had not lived up 


to ship's rules saw their mates off for a 
lark in the odd Town of Punta Arenas there 
was many a vow recorded that future be- 
havior would be such as to bring these priv- 
fleges of special liberty. 

Punta Arenas is a 8 Like 
Dawson in the far North it has sprung up 
because there must be some mercantile cen- 
ter for this vast stretch of country adjacent 
to the straits. The cattle industry Is, ot 
course, the largést, and this is principally 
controlled by Englishmen who have turned 
their backs temporarily on the lanes of old 
England that they may gain & fortune in 
this cold and wind-swept section of the 
world. Many of them are doing it and each 
year sees new arrivals. They have crossed 
to Terra del Fuego, and, in spite of oppo- 
sition from the bloodthirsty natives, have 
scattered their herds over the greater - 
tion of the thern part of the island. ey 
all drift into Punta Arenas for their a- 
tion or the purchase of supplies, and the 
town is lively by the trade which they 
ut up. 


Modern City. 

Time was when this bit of a settlement was 
but a penal colony of Chile. It has left be- 
hind all of the features it then possessed and 
is now a modern city of close to 6,000 souls. 
It is a town built principally of corrugated 
iron, and on account of the heavy winds 
which sweep over its location there are few 
houses more than one story in height. They 
are moving spirita in this far away place, 
and already the work is under way for the 
paving of every street in the busineés center 
and the building of first-class sidewalks. 
Taking everything into consideration, Punta 
Arenas may be set down as a successful 
business community. 

There is one particular home in this little 
eity which is a decided exception to‘this rule 
and differs thoroughly from all its neigb- 
bors. This is the house of Sefiora Nougarris, 
the widow of a man who amassed a fortune 
in seals and whales down here by the straits. 
She has constructed a house which would do 
credit to the Lake Shore drive or St. James 
square.

To foreigners all Chinamen are so much 
alike that it is difficult to distinguish one 
other, while this practice of per- 
3 of suffering punishment by 
proxy is to aeons an extent an accepted cus- 
tom in Chinese life that it is doubtful wheth- 
er any native could be relied upon to dis- 
close thie fraud. 
In 3 * by proxy ”’ ts 
generally led to certain forms of mar- 
riages of reigning sovereigns. In olden 
times before the invention of either railroads 
or steamships, and when a journey from 
one country to another was not a question 
of hours, but of days and of even weeks, be- 
sides being attended by all sorts of risks, it 
was considered prudent that a Princess se- 
lected by a monarch to share his throne 
should be invested with the status and dig- 
nity of his consort from the moment that 
the royal bride left her home, instead of 
waiting until she had reached the capital of 


| her future husband. A King of Spain, for 


‘instance, who during the last century had 
obtained the hand of some Princess of the 
reigning house of Naples, of Bavaria, or of 
‘Austria, would naturally feel that his bride 
rwas certain to receive a greater degree of 
consideration, of attention, to have more 
adequate arrangements made for her safety 
and comfort by the authorities of the country 
through which she was obliged to pass in 
order. to Spain. if oe. traveled as a 
full-fledged Queen of tead of as a 
mere unmarried Princess.

Thomas Moore's harp, which is now owned in 
New York, being the property of Marie Giover- 
Nutter, to whose . it was presented 
by the famous Irish poet: The harp, which is 
now about 135 years old, was wsed by Moore in 
the composition of his famous Irish Melodies.’ 
It ip interesting to note how these poems came 
to be written. In 1796 the publishing house of 
Power & Co. of Dublin invited all the harpists 
and minstrels of Ireland to a great musical con- 
gress at the capital to play over the old melodies, 
the origin of many of which {fs involved in ob- 
scurity, for the purpose of harmonizing and pre- 
serving this traditional national music. After 
the melodies had been transcribed Moore was en- 
gaged to write words to them.

That a student should be educated in re- 
gard to the three Hs „hand. head. and 
heart~seems to Miss Clark far more impor- 
tant than that he should possess an intimate

The stories told of firm and helpful friend- 
ships existing between various members of 
the Brick Moon club, as well as between 
many of these members and the teacher, 
who has been at once a leader and an inspira- 
tion to them, and of jolly and unique enter - 
tainments given for and planned by them, 
all illustrating the spirit of good fellowship 
and comradeship which has always marked 
and distinguished the Brick Moonites, would 
seem to show that the followers and dis- 
ciples of the good old author have decided to 
obey him in this regard. 

CONGENIAL ATMOSPHERE. 

In this work of the hand most of the teach- 
ers of the Hyde Park High School are strong- 
ly interested, many of them from a direct per- 
sonal standpoint. Two of these teachers are 
skilled workers in wood, while another is a 
professional caterer, carrying on a regular 
business of this kind in addition to her school 
work. All honor and believe in the work 
which requires manual skill and dexterity 
no less than mental aptitude and alertness. 
In this atmosphere of sympathy and encour- 
agement the Brick Moonites were stimulated 
to rapid and intelligent effort, and when, 
two weeks ago, the hand-made books—hand 
made in a double sense—were pronounced 
ready for the school inspection and criticism 
a really creditable exhibition had been pre- 
pared.

since a fair average, both of literary taste 


i and talent and the technical skill neces- 
sary to bind a book creditably, has been 


preserved.’ As might be expected in a collec- 
tion of this order, there are good books, 
poor books, books indifferent, dull books, 

and books surprisingly clever and versatile 
in point of matter and methods of handling 
it. Some of the books are well written, but 
indifferently composed; others are distin- 
guished by good handwriting, neatness, and 
skillful arrangement, but have little of liter- 


gary value or promise. Some of the best lit- 


erary material hides itself beneath poor 
binding. Some are poor both as to binding 
and contents, but are redeemed by good u- 
lustrations, Some are so cleverly put to- 
gether and arranged that they are distinctly 
attractive for this reason alone. A few are 
good in every way—well written, cleverly 
composed, correct in regard to spelling, head- 
ings, and so on, nicely jllustrated, handsome- 
ly and neatly bound. But just as many of 
each kind have been prepared by the boys 
as by the girls, and honors of every sort 
would seem to about evenly distributed. 


SOME SPECIMENS. 


The book prepared by Loulée C. Wilder, 
for instance, is exceptionally good, neatly 
typewritten, attractive as to binding and il- 
lustrations, well handled in every respect, 
and with some pretty illuminations and a 


clever book plate to give it originality and 
character. But if The Earth Hath Bub- 


bles is a good book, so is the book made 
and exhibited by Frank M. Pearson, the 
Flashes from a Tin Cup,” which offer the 


best illustrations, perhaps, of the entire col- 


lection. This book is particularly well ar- 
ranged also, and the general effect shows 
talent upon the part of the author and binder. 

Robert Tathan Miller comes to the front 
with a cover of pine wood about one-eighth 
of an inch thick, cleverly decorated by means 
of pyfography. The neatness of his binding 
necessarily suffers a little from the unwieldy 
character of the binding material, and the 
composition of the contents might be im- 
proved upon. But the designs on both front 
and back covers are really good, and there 


are one or two good pencil sketches of well- 


known writers between them. 

Pretty little sepia sketches and a sepla 
cover design adorn the volume offered by 
Anita L. Pierce, and there are attractive bits 
of prose and verse to accompany them. The 
“Gleanings” of Nannie Bell Westover, 
a relative of the Chicago writer, Lilian Bell, 
are also neat and attractive, and the “ Year 
Book of Edith Hoswell—” done into a book 
at the Pearson shop, which is in Woedlawn, 
Chicago —evinces talent. Photographic 
portraits of the author and of Miss Clark 
adorn this book, and there is also a portrait 

Hale“ the patron saint of the Brick 
nites.” Bits of forceful and interesting 
philosophy, prettily arranged and neatly ex- 
‘ecuted, may be found here and there 
throughout it, and the Credo of Fra 
Elbertus and the motto of the frontispiece

“ Such is the strength of Art, Rough things 
to shape and of rude Commons Rich inden- 
tures Make,” says the motto on the first 
page, and from many sources, common as 
well as uncommon, the author has gathered 
the illustrations which embellish her pages. 

In direct contrast to this book is the 
“Funny Book of M. IL. C.,“ a book cov- 


ered in poster style, with heavy red and 


green paper, and made up of leaves in red, 
green, and yellow. Really good illustra- 
tions, copies of works by Sargent, Burne- 
Jones, and other famous artists, render this 
book attractive, and also help to add to its 
humor from an unexpected direction, the 
character of the Hterary effusions and the 
pictures interspersed among them being so 
exceedingly dissimilar. Perhaps, however, 
this was the reason why M. L. C.“ entitled 
his or her volume the Funny Book.” 


STUDENTS LIKE HUMOR. 

Humor is dearly beloved of several of these 
young authors, by the way, and What 18 
a favorite vegetable? To-mat (e) - 

1 a fair specimen of the jokes which 
nie their pages. 

The work of Vernon Beebe is distinguished 
by good binding and a quaint-daintiness and 
charm of lettering and material. The series 
of poems which this young man composed 
last year in the course of his ordinary school 
work was marked, according to Miss Clark, 
by distinct promise, as well as by the loving 
and painstaking manner in which the young 
author worked over the poems until they 
were as nearly perfect as might be. Oddly 
enough these poems were not included in 
the book submitted for the Brick Moon col- 
lection, a fact which Miss Clark attributes 
to modesty and the feeling of natural diffi- 
re which prevented several of the Brick 

oonites from exhibiting their best work. 

The work of Nora K. Dunn is also marked 
by a variety which is unusual, and much of 
the work is good. There is a dainty, varied 
charm about some of the efforts of this 
young girl which promises well for the 
future. Her stories and sketches are well 
beyond the average work of a third-year 
high school student. 

“Tights and Shadows Cast by the Little 
Brick Moon is the title of John Van Nost- 
rand's book, and this boy is said to have 
turned out work far superior to that which 
he has placed in his book during the school 
year. Miss Clark holds that this fact— 
which is true of many of the young book- 
makers, evidences sincerity and honesty 
quite as much as it does poor judgment. 
None of the books has been written, com- 


posed, illustrated, or bound “ upon good be-

Some were done hurriedly, one girl turning 
out a really pretty little book, decorated 
and illustrated by original blue print pho- 
togrephs, in a single day, rather than mot be 
represented in the collection at all, while 
other workers, in their anxiety to produce a

their books ready some time before they 
were callel for, while not a few were un 
finished when turned in for inspection; and 
in at least one instance a book cleverly be- 
gun was so far from completion when the 
critical time was reached that it could net 
be exhibited at all. 

The style of the various bindings ts as di- 
ferent as is the matter they inclose, or the 
manner in which they were prepared. These 
bindings range all the way from the wooden 
covers to the delicate linen covered b 
of which Mary Vera La Quay presents an at- 
tractive specimen. Miss La Quay’s cover is 
@mbellished with gold lines, leaves, and 
flowers, and she can both write and draw 
something better than the average young 
woman in her third year at high school. 
Water, colors, photographs, pen and ink 
drawings, half-tone illustrations cut from 
other books or periodicals, attractive 


sketches of all sorts, and even advertisement 


pictures have been used to decorate the 
books exhibited by the Brick Moonites, 
There is one little picture associated in the 
public mind with a particular kind of soap, 
which seems to have proved particularly at- 
tractivetothe Brick Moon bookmakers, since 
it appears in several of their volumes. Re- 
productions of Sargent’s Frieze of the Proph- 
ets and of sundry World's Fair buildings 
would also appear to have appealed to 4 
large number of the Brick Moon. workers in 
this connection, and of sketches and draw- 
ings a long way after the Gibson girl style 
there are not a few.

The books mentioned, while only a small 
part of the collection, are in a sense repre- 
sentative and are undoubtedly among the 
best offered. Almost every book exhibited 
might be commended for some one or more 
reasons, and there is small doubt but that 
the making of these books has been an ex- 
perience of real value to the makers. The 

best kind of education, the only real kind, in 

f the kind of teaching which trains the 
mind at the same time that it develops the 
skill and dexterity of the hands, is repre- 

sented in these books, and something more 

than the mere making of a book has been 

accomplished, both by the teacher and by 

the students, the fruits of whose labor are 

thus made manifest. Much credit is certainly 

due both to Miss Clark and to her pupils. The 
Brick Moonites are themselves hopeful of 
doing more and better work in the future. 
None of these students has been under Miss 
Clark’s influence and teaching and

“contribute more to restore the sadly dam- 
‘aged financial credit of the Muscovite gov-

‘and statistics, no matter how delightfully 
and artistically cooked. For M. de Witte, 
‘who, for a number of years past, has been 


nt the head of the Russian Treasury, is the 


“one enlightened and broad-minded business- 
man in the entourage of the Emperor. — 
The objects which he has in view are eco- 
momic victories, rather than those of a politi- 
‘cal or of a military character. His one idea 
4s to establish Russian credit on a solid basis 
“and to develop his country financially, in- 
‘dustrially, and commercially. The Trans- 
siberian raliroad is an enterprise which is 
indebted mainiy to him for its execution and 
virtual completion, while he is already en- 
‘gaged in organizing all the preliminaries for 
-the construction of that other great scheme 
with which the reign of Nicholas IT. is to be 
identified—namely: a canal from the Baltic 
to the Black Sea, a thousand miles in length 
and of sufficient breadth and depth to allow 
the passage of the largest vessels of the im- 
perial navy. ‘The strategic importance of 
this canal does not need demonstration, since 
it will enable the Black Sea fleet to be used 
in the Baitic arid render the Baltic squadron 


available for service in the Black Sea. But. 


it will likewise prove of inestimable value 
to the agricultural and industrial interests 
of the country, placing vast grain-producing 
regions in cheap communication with the 
Port of Odessa, while the immense coal fields

Devoutly es this homination of M. de 
Witte is to be wished for by all those who 
have at heart the best) interests of Russia 
and the maintenance of peace, at any 
rate between the greft| powers of the civil- 
ized world, there is Wut little likelihood of 
its taking place.

SeBondly, the Count could ill be spared at 
the present juncture from the Treasury de- 
partment, The third obstacle is the most 
important of all, The Count is not a diplo- 
mat, and has never fdrmed part of the dipio- 
matic service of his;country. Now if the 
ways of Muscovite diplomacy are tortuous 
and its methods as such do not always com- 
mend themselves to English speaking people,

In order to 
secure this continuity, which gives to Rus- 
sia an inestimable advantage over those 
other powers whose foreign policy is apt to 
be altered with every change of administra- 
tion, it is necessary that those intrusted with 
its execution should be thoroughly identified 
with all the traditions, the prejudices, the 
hopes, and the fears of the Foreign depart- 
ment at St. Petersburg, and there is no 
doubt that of all the diplomatic services of 
‘civilized powers that of the Czar is the most 
carefully and elaborately trained.

Count Peter Kapnist’s appointment would 
give particular satisfaction both in Berlin 
and at Vienna. In the lattter capital he is 
especially popular, and is among the most 
intimate friends of the Austrian Foreign 
Minister, Count Goluchowski, their inti- 
macy dating from the time when they were 
both secretaries of embassy at Paris. Count 
Kapnist is a man of about 60 years of age, 
is passionately fond of music, being accus- 
tomed to play duets with Count Goluchow- 
ski, and has spent his entire diplomatic ca- 
reer in Western capitals, his total lack of 
personal experience of diplomacy in the 
Orient, or even in the Balkans, being the only 
thing calculated to militate against his ap- 
pointment as Mouravieff’s successor, He is 
married to a Countess Steinbock, and his 
nomination would constitute an assurance 
that Russia would embark upon a course of 
friendliter relations with the triple alliance, 
the intimacy of her union with France be- 
ing diminished in a corresponding degree, 
and the chances of a European conflict there- 
fore decreased. In fact, Count Kapnist’s 
nomination will mean that the Czar aban- 
dons the aggressive methods pursued by 
Count Mouravieff, and is, like his Minister 
of Finance, sincerely anxious for peace.

TIME CARD. 


Augustus C. Schooley Sets 
Day to Die and Marks 
off the Hours. | 


MESSAGE IS PROMPT. 


Inventor and Writer Feared to 
Become Charge on 
Charity. 


HE recent publication in Tus Sun- 
DAY TRIBUNS that an attempt was to 
be made to make the hew bascule 
structures over the river thoroughly 
artistic in outline has brought out the 
fact that Augustus C. Schooley, at one time 
editor of the Chicago Apparel Gazette, just: 
before his death made. a model of a river 
bridge which is said to have combined beauty 
with strength and simplicity. On his death 
the model was thrown away and lost. This 
chance discovery of Mr. Schooley’s inven- 
tions, however, brought out a stranger story 
of his last illness and death, a story that 
combines more of the pathetic and tragic 
than ordinarily may be found in the imagina- 
tive flights of fiction. b 

One day in the World's Fair year Dr. He- 
man Spalding, now of the Chicago Health 
department but then in private practice, was 
called to visit a sick man in a small room 
over the Pacific Garden Mission. The phy- 
sician found Augustus C. Schooley, writer, 
poet, good liver, and rare good fellow gen- 
erally, lying there sick unto death in an 
apartment that was little short of squalid. 
In one corner of the room was a beautiful 
working model of a bridge. In another cor- 
ner were other inventions. On the walls 
were the photographs of many of Chicago's 
business and professional men, whose friend 
and companion Schooley has been during 
the days of his prosperity. In several in- 
stances the pictures of the children of his 
friends appeared, thus showing on what 
terms of friendly intimacy Schooley had 
been with his comrades’ families. 

The physician found his patient paralyzed 
from the waist down, and suffering from 
other disorders that made death within a 
short time certain. 


Knew End Was Near. 


Doctor,“ said Schooley, I know I am 
going to die. I do not fear death, but I wish | 
you to tell me as nearly as you can how long 
I have to live.” 

There was an examination, and the physi- 
cian told his patient frankly that his lease | 
of life was about two months, and he urged | 
him to allow himself to be taken to the 
County Hospital. 

Not for one moment of my life will Isub- 
sist on charity,“ said Schooley. “I have 
friends whose pictures’ you may see here. 
From them I can get money if necessary, 
but I won't ask it. There is one thing, how- 
ever, that I will do.. I have a little money 
and I will go to one institution in this town ) 
where on the payment of a lump sum I can’ 
be comfortable till I die. One of my friends 
is a director of the institution, and through’ 
him my admission can be secured. He is 
under many obligations to me, but that 
makes no difference, for I have the money 
to pay for my admission. I wrote to him 
two weeks ago, but received no answer. Of 
course, he did not get the letter. Will you 
go to see him for me and make the arrange- 
ments?“

This satisfied him, and then 
he called for an account book. On one page 
he put down “ Sixty-one days to live.” On 
the opposite page he set the amount of the 
money that would be left after deducting 
his funeral expenses. He divided off into 
sections the sums that he expected to spend 
each week during the time that was left for 
him of life. There was so much to the jan- 
itor for errands, so much for milk, so much 
for morning and afternoon papers, so much
